McGill Paper Will no Longer 
Be "Only Daily in 
Canada." 



STARTS NEXT YEAR 



"Varsity" Will Appear Five 
Times a Week, But in 
Reduced Size 



News that -is of especial interest to 
readers of llie "Only College Daily ii 
Canada' appears in The Varsity, the 
Undergraduate newspaper of the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, of February 1C>. A front 
page article in that paper states that 
Varsity is likely to become a daily in 
stead of a tri-wvekly which it is at pre- 
sent. If this proposed change is car 
t ied through, it will mean tliat the wo" 
known slogan, "the only College Daily 
will have to disappear. 

This impending change will he cart' 
through it the decision arriwd at by '' 
Editorial Staff and the Advisory Boat 
is upheld by the Joint Executive. 

Following a discussion the edit! 
read a letter from Mr Hamilton of lh< 
University Press who said that' the Prcst 
would install ;i linotype machine, an' 
so equipped could Handle a daily bette: 
than a tri weekly paper. 11/ enclose: 
a sample size fur the new daily, havinr 
five columns and being one and a bal' 
inches shorter than the present columns 

From the description of tin- pap-' 
given above it may be easily seen that the 
Varsity- will be a much smaller paper thai 
McGill Daily. The Varsity is at pre 
sent six columns in width, and in Ir.ngtl 
is about an inch shorter than the "Daily.' 
At present tin- Varsity is printed oi 
glossy paner, but when it becomes a daily 
it is intended to use a much cheaper 
brand of paper. 

A report from Mr. Hastings, (lie bjts.i 
ness manager, was then read. His re 
port was figured on a basis of paper o' 
the size mentioned by Mr. Hamilton. H 
slated in bis report tha,l to pay for thi 
the paper would have to contain nine anr 
a half column.-, of advertising, ajid tha 
such a paper would contain 2,772 linear 
ioches of news per year less than at pit 
sent. 

The meeting then discussed ulvMlu 
the paper should bs published five or six 
times i week, and decided on five issu ? 
because of the greater expanse of six.

Dr. Win. McCarthy Now 
Only Member of Med. '67 
Alive 



News of the death of Clinton Wayne 
'velly, Med. 1867, was received yester- 
lay morning by J,. \V. Jcakins, secre- 
tary of the Graduate Society, in a letter 
from the Chicago branch of the. Alumri 
Dr. Kelly for many years had been a 
resident of Louisville, Ky„ where he 
had made a name fdr himself both as a 
practitioner and a3so as a professor of 
anatomy. . Upon graduation from Mc- 
Gill he started resident in Louisville, 
vhcre he was in practice for over half a 
-cntury, being connected with the Civil 
War Veterans. Of late the doctor wa 
Emeritus Professor of Anatomy at th: 
University of Louisville, 

It was learned that there, is only one 
other graduate of the class of '67 still 
alive-, being Dr. Wm. McCarthy of 
Chicago, whom the McGill Alumni As- 
sociation of Chicago reoetntly honored in 
1917 at the time of the SOth anniversary 
if his graduation. 

Dr. Kelly died on January 26th a 
Louisville in his 78th year, from pneu 
monta.

Medical Society Listened to 
Interesting Address

Dr. Turner addressed the 
Medical Scoiety on Hip Disease. He 
opened his lecture with an anatomical 
di/cussion of the femur, with special 
reference to the part concerned with the 
hip jo:nt. lie clearly explained tl 
b'.ood civculation in the bone and then 
-bowed how the disease usually finds 
footing 3t the point of nastomosis. 

With the aid of slides lie demonstrated 
the different kinds of dislocations and 
their reduction. He first dealt with 
congenital rases and explained treatment 
and result. Then, in the Same clear way, 
he dealt with traumatic and pathological 
lislocatibh.

A SUGGESTION. 



What should prove a very valuable and highly beneficial sug- 
gestion was made by a well known graduate the other day. who ad- 
vocated as a means ot acquainting the graduates with the present 
undergraduates of the. university, a series of luncheons to be held 
in th-; Union, which every graduate who could do so would be ex- 
pected to be present in order to meet the students, most of whom 
would probably be of the senior years, who would attend. The 
utility of this proposal does not lie solely in the fact that it indicates 
?n cnjoj-ablc manner of passing the luncheon hour for those who 
rk'glit-feel inclined tu take advantage of the privilege, but rather in 
the. circumstance that the time thus passed should be- mutually pro- 
fitable to graduate and to undergraduate so brought together. 

Such luncheons could be arranged with no great degree of 
trouble. They would be of an informal nature, and their proceed- 
ings of a spontaneous character. A speaker could be secured from 
the ranks of the graduates tlicmt>elves. if such a discourse were 
deemed advisable. But here the graduate could have an opportun- 
ity of viewing again the college life of which he was once a part, and 
in which he ought still to have an active interest: he could converse 
with the man about the Campus, who, in his turn, would be benefit- 
ted by contact with his older brother. With such an agent by which 
to establish touch between graduate and undergraduate bodies, 
there could be no cry on the one hand that, "1 am a stranger at my 
university, its students are not known to me, and their affairs no 
longer mine"; nor plaint on the other that. "The graduate being 
no longer of us, lacks concern in the welfare of his Alma Mater. It is 
likely- too late to accomplish anything definite this term in the way 
of inaugurating a prugrammc of luncheons between graduates and 
undergraduates, but it might be well if the Graduates' Society and 
the Students' Society came to think of such a possibility for next 
year. 



THE CRITICAL FACULTY. 



The development of a critical faculty in the student is the 
aim of the professor. That is, the acceptance by the undergraduate 
of an opinion merely because of its emanation from an authorita- 
tive source is discouraged ; while, on the other 'hand, the student is 
encouraged to give the facts due consideration and thus to arrive 
at an independent conclusion. This latter, of course, may coin- 
cide with that of the lecturer, but the fact that the scholar has used 
his perception renders the idea, theorem or conception part of him- 
■self and his learning a part of his active mind. 

' In some this critical faculty has been cultivated to an obnox- 
ious extreme, and will not permit the credence of any statement 
without a preliminary argumentative discussion. While others lean 
toi.the other extreme and question nothing, and believe everything. 
Stfl) another category, distinct from the two preceding classes is 
thai of the "super-critic" who constitutes himself censor over all 
that may come his way, choking his enjoyment because of his un- 
failing tendency to criticize, inducing lack of appreciation of the 
central theme through attention to slight inconsistencies. His pen- 
chant is the technique: the guiding principle, the objective in view, 
' ij^pnmatcrial. In short, it may be said that although college stu- 
diSts may be justified in an inclination to moderate criticism, yet 
itàliay be remembered this criticism is as odious in its over-abund- 
ajjee as is indicative of weakness in its absence.

Their interest aroused by the extensive 
forum recently held in The Dartmount, 
daily newspaper of Dartmount College, 
Yale students are agrtating for the abol- 
ishment of compulsory Sunday chapel. 
In resolutions submitted to the Yale Stu- 
dent Council today, such action was en- 
dorsed. The Yale News has openly come 
out in favor of the action, and in all 
probability some heed will be taken of 
the wishes of the students, as was done 
at Dartmouth. 

Another suggestion which ins receiving 
the attention of the Yale Student Coun- 
cil is one calling for unlimited aits for 
students with a scholastic standing of 70 
or above. 

The action of the Council one way or 
another will not affect the presçnt sys- 
tem, but it is expected that the Yale Cor- 
poration, with whom the final vote rests, 
will seriously consider the recommenda- 
tions of that body. 

The proponents of the unlimited cuts 
proposal have expressed their desire to 
get away from the "dullness o«« the part 
of the faculty, and a disinclination to 
learn on the part of undergraduates'' 
which characterizes the existing compul- 
sory system. A plan approaching Oxon- 
ian and continental freedom, they con- 
tend, will make education at Yale more 
rcil and valuable

Necessary' reorganization of the staff 
was then discussed. The only changes 
mactc were the addition to the staff of 
an assistant managing director, an as- 
sistant sporting editor and the increase 
of the local staff to ten men. 

It was, however, decided to allot de- 
finite and regular duties to the associate 
editors. 

It was decided, to put the whole matter 
before a general meeting of the staff 
and then, if the staff votes in fsivor of 
a daily, to make suitable recommenda- 
tions to the Joint Executive.

-[■it it of brotherhood i> also a necessity. 
This principle was enunciated by a con- 
temporary of Amos', Hosea. llosca be- 
lieved that God is just what man is at 
his besi, and a litlle more besides. He 
•aid dial (iod does not waul sacrifices, 
but love. Love includes justice, in fact it 
is the fulfilment of justice. 

1 he gospel of love is sometimes mis- 
represented and treated as a sort of 
silly scntimcnlallistn. To correct this 
misapprehension came Isaiah, he preach- 
ed 'Not sacrifice, but holiness." Holi 
ness, for Isaiah meant a combination of 
justice and love— a loving justice, and 
just love. When justice is tempered with 
love, then the people work together and 
prosperity is the inevitable result. 

The next prophet that came up for 
discussion was Micah. Him Professor 
Cordon described us being a democrat to 
I he core. as. opposed to Tsaiah, who was 
It was Micah's belief that the true wealth 
of nations lay in home lite. Micah said, 
slimming up the words of his predeccs 
'ors. 'do justice, delight in love and walk 
humbly before God." 

In ancient times morality was limited 
to the family circle. 'Stand by your 
kindred against your enemies" was the 
motto of the time. Morality towards 
foreigners was a thing entirely unknown, 



It was Amos who opened the doors to- 
wards lorcigncrs and neighbors. He 
applied tire same moral principles lo all 
nations. It was Amos who made mor- 
ality synonymous with humanity, 

Following Professor Gordon's address, 
a discussion on the subject was entered 
into by the members of the society, Dr.

CALCUTTA UNIVERSITY 
CONFESSEDLY BANKRUPT 

I he affairs of the Calcutta University, 
the premier university in India, seem 
in greater confusion than ever. It will 
be remembered that the university, as i; 
generally believed in consequence oi its 
nun financial mismanagement, is in dire 
financial straits. The Government has 
offered assistance, but undrr conditions. 
The university through' the mouthpiece 
of Sir Asulosh Mukcrjee. its ,cry learn- 
ed and eloquent vicc-chancllor, has fier- 
cely denounced the Government fur im- 
posing conditions which any business man 
would expecti 

"Freedom first, freedom iast, and 
freedom all the time," the Vicc-Chan- 
:cllor rhetorically exclaimed, "rfibrr 
ban accept conditions which are tan- 
' a mount lo slavery. I and all the other 
members of the senate will beg our way 
from door lo door." I bis is hopelessly 
overdone rhetoric, and Ihe temperate re- 
ply of I'. C. Miller, the Bengal Min- 
ister for Education, is in pleasing con 



The university over which Sir Asutosh 
presides is confessedly bankrupt; there 
has been much to criticize in the recent 
financial administration of the univer- 
sity, and the rhetoric which speaks of 
raising funds from duoi lo door i- sin;; 
ularly akin to that employed by Mr. 
Gandhi and the All brothers in ibeir at- 
tempt to found national universities and 
colleges two years ago. 

Through no fault of the Government, 
which itself bad its own annual deficit, 
previous applications from the university 
lor assistance hail not yd been me| by 
the Government. The latter bad. how- 
ever stated in its latest communication 
that they were prepared to find 250,0011 
rupees ami might indeed a-k the Lcgis 
lalivc Council to vote a further sum, 

The causes of the deplorable condition 
in which the university found itself were 
-nninied up by ihe AnditorjGciicrâl as 
due to a falling off in rrw ie ( -ri|iN: 1V ujil 
of a reserve fund, the teaching oblig. 
ations ot ihe Calcutta University, and iis 
affiliated bodies: waul of proper finan 
cial control; waul of an office manual: 
'.disregard of budget rules: waul of scrut- 



iny of actual expenditures compared with 
estimates, untimely preparation of llic 
estimates, 

Mr. Mili. r on behalf o:' the Gô'vçrn- 
iii- rt (vent on to cspM-n that the Gov- 
enunejil made no claim to interference 
in academic matters, ami bad refused 
on one occasion to intervene although 
called on l.i do so by Muiiawnadau 
members of ihe Legislative Council. Hut 
as regards financial matters Mr. Miiier 
very fairly added Ilia; ihe "Legislative 
Council, before it voted a single rupee 
from the la.v-paycrs' money way entitled 
to full information about the financia 
affairs of Calcutta University so that the 
members can rote intelligently and con 
scientiously and with due rrgartl ti 
ibeir responsibilities to the tax-payer.' 
Ii is J list this claim which the Vice- 
Chancellor., seems prepared lo deny, and 
in consequence has swayed public opinion 
overwhelmingly against him.
